Going one step back, why did this 
successful actor-dancer want to become 
a director? 

“Ever since I began my career as an 
ice skater with Sonja Henie, I have 
been working towards directing,” Nel- 
son avers. “The director has an enor- 
mous opportunity to put the stamp of 
his personality on a picture. Basically, 
directing techniques do not change 
much, What is new comes from the 
subject matter and the director’s per- 
sonality. As different as one person is 
from another, so different is one man’s 
direction from another’s.” 

In “Kissin’ Cousins” there are several 
big dance numbers, but Nelson turned 
these chores over to another dancer, 
Hal Belfer. 

“It takes a dancer to realize what a 
job in itself choreography can be,” he 
explains. “Moreover, the director can- 
not do everything himself. Even though 
I could have done the choreography for 
the picture myself, some other aspect 
of the film might have been sacrificed 
because of it.” 

However, Nelson is not ruling out 
everything but writing and directing 
from his professional life. During the 
past year alone he appeared as an actor 
in two feature films, made guest-star 
appearances on seven television shows 
and directed 13 episodes of the “Donna 
Reed Show.” He has directed two other 
motion pictures in addition to “Kissin’ 
Cousins.” The first was “Hand of 
Death” in 1961, the second MGM’s 
“Hootenanny Hoot,” in 1963, 

Nelson sums up by saying, “I made 
up my mind many years ago that if I 
couldn’t make a living at directing by 
the time I was forty-five, I’d get out of 
the business. Well, I beat that by two 
years. Now I’ve set a new goal for my- 
self—to write, produce and direct a 
feature film by the time I’m fifty. If I 
can do that, I’ll consider myself a suc- 
cess.”

scene! 

It should make the millions of Pres- 
ley fans around the world awfully 
happy since they’re getting two Pres- 
leys for the price of one. 

Dual roles have always fascinated 
moviegoers and also have been a source 
of gratification to a long list of stars, 
both masculine and feminine, some of 
whom have copped an Academy Award 
for their double performances. Fredric 
March, for instance, won an Oscar in 
1931 for “Dr. Jeykll and Mr. Hyde,” a 
dual role in which John Barrymore had 
previously scored and which was also 
played by Spencer Tracy. 

On the distaff side, Joan Woodward 
was given the 1957 Academy Award 
for her multiple-portrayal in “Three 
Faces of Eve.” Both Ronald Colman 
and Stewart Granger took on the dou- 
ble assignment in ‘The Prisoner of 
Zenda” and the list continues from such 
early dualities as Louis Hayward in 
“The Man in the Iron Mask” through 
Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., in ‘““The Corsi- 
can Brothers,” Olivia De Haviland in 
“Dark Mirror,” Alec Guinness in “The 
Scapegoat” right up to the recent dual 
role enacted by Edward G, Robinson in 
MGM’s “The Prize.” 

Even the great Garbo essayed a dou- 
ble part in the last picture she ever 
made, “Two Faced Woman.” 

Asked if he compared himself with 
any of these illustrious predecessors in 
doubling in brass, the modest Presley 
shook his head but smilingly claimed he 
had some right in being “two” since he 
is the survivor of identical twins. 

It is of considerable credit to this 
popular performer that he should be 
modest about anything. Undisputed 
King of the recording stars, he re- 
cently earned another gold record for 
his “Elvis’ Christmas Album” which 
was first released in 1959 and which 
topped the $1,000,000 sales figure dur- 
ing the past Yule season. It is the sixth 
Presley package to earn the RITA (Re- 


cord Industry Association of Amer- 
ica) plaque signifying the $1,000,000- 
plus sales figure. During his first seven 
years with RCA Victor, his records 
grossed more than $130,000,000 and the 
total at this date is somewhere near the 
$150,000,000 mark. 

As for his screen record, Presley can 
have his pick of any company and prac- 
tically any producer in the business 
since #t is common Hollywood knowl- 
edge that no Elvis Presley picture has 
ever failed to make not only money— 
but barrels of money. In the case of 
“Iissin’ Cousins,” his producer is Sam 
Katzman (also a good hand at profit- 
able movie-making) who was an apt 
choice to produce a hillbilly comedy, 
having previously scored with “Hoot- 
enanny Hoot,” which was of a similar 
genre, particularly in respect to its 
songs and dances. 

Elvis clicked on the screen in his 
very first picture, “Loving You,” made 
in 1956, “Kissin’ Cousins” is his four- 
teenth film to be released but actually 
is his fifteenth picture. Prior to it he 
completed “Viva Las Vegas” at MGM 
with Ann-Margret as his co-star 
“Vegas,” however will be a summer 
release. 

Presley was one of the ten stars who 
brought in the most money at the box- 
office in the U.S.A. in 1963, as compiled 
by Quigley’s Motion Picture Herald’s 
poll of movie exhibitors. That he is 
equally popular on the other side of the 
Atlantic is attested to by the Herald’s 
survey of the top stars in Britain. Pres- 
ley placed third, being preceded only by 
two British favorites, Cliff Richard 
and Peter Sellers. 

Phenomenal, you say? Well, every- 
thing about this lanky singing actor is 
phenomenal, including one of the things 
he does in his dual role in ‘Kissin’ 
Cousins.” Josh, the lieutenant, tackles 
Jody, the hillbilly, in a free-swinging, 
hard-hitting, no-holds-barred combina- 
tion wrestling-boxing match, throws 
him over his shoulder, hurls him into 
the air and flattens him on his back.
